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United  States  production  of  ice  cream  during  Septemoe^’ at 
59,8 25,000  gallons,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  This  wa S'* -B  per c s rit ) JLar g e r 
than  the  enumerated  output  in  September  a year  ago  and  was  9 percent  above  the  1952- 
56  average  for  the  month. 

Production  declined  15-qpercent  from  August  to  September  this  year,  compared 
with  a drop  of  21  percent  a year  ago  and  a seasonal  decline  of  18  percent  between 
the  1952-56  averages  for  these  months.  September  temperatures  averaged  above  normal 
in  the  Gulf  states  and  the  western  half  of  the  country,  but  were  slightly  cooler 
elsewhere . 

In  the  first  9 months  of  1958,  the  revised  estimates  of  production  were  1 per- 
cent larger  than  the  enumeration  for  the  same  period  in  1957  and  were  7 percent 
above  the  January -September,  1952-56  average. 

September  production  was  moderately  greater  than  a year  ago  in  all  sections  of 
the  country.  Output  was  up  6 percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region  with  the  two 
leading  states,  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  higher  by  9 and  2 percent,  respectively. 
The  8-percent  increase  in  the  East  North  Central  States  was  due  largely  to  a 16  per- 
cent rise  in  Indiana  and  a 20  percent  increase  in  Illinois,  Production  was  also  8 
percent  greater  in  each  of  the  West  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  regions. 
Higher  production  than  a year  ago  occurred  in  all  states  of  these  two  regions  except 
in  Missouri  and  Louisiana  which  registered  small  declines.  Output  was  up  10  per- 
cent in  the  South  Atlantic  States  with  Georgia  and  North  Carolina  leading  the  ad- 
vance. A 10-percent  gain  was  shown  in  the  Mountain  States  while  the  Pacific  Region 
advanced  11  percent.  California's  production  was  up  17  percent  in  contrast  to  a 7- 
percent  loss  in  Washington  and  a 10-percent  drop  in  Oregon. 

Compared  with  the  1952-56  average  for  September,  output  was  larger  In  all 
regions  except  for  a nominal  decline  in  the  South  Central  States.

ICE  MILK  PRODUCTION 


Ice  milk  production  during  September  at  11,325,000  gallons  was  sharply  higher 
than  a year  ago,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  The  month’s  production  x^ras  13 
percent  above  September  1957  and  53  percent  greater  than  the  1952-56  average  for  the 
month.  However,  production  during  the  first  9 months  of  1958  at  91,130,000  gallons 
was  slightly  smaller  than  the  January  - September  total  a year  ago,  but  was  5l  per- 
cent larger  than  the  5-year  average  for  the  period. 

Ice  milk  production  was  above  September  last  year  in  all  sections  of  the  country 
except  for  a moderate  decline  in  the  North  Atlantic  Region.  The  increases  were  most 
pronounced  in  the  North  Central  and  Western  States.  Production  declined  21  percent 
from  August  to  September  this  year  compared  with  a 30  percent  decline  in  1957  and  a 
seasonal  drop  of  19  percent  between  the  5-year  averages  for  these  months.  Ice  milk 
output  declined  seasonally  in  all  regions.

Output  the  first  9 months  of  1958  was  1 percent 
less  than  in  1957  but  12  percent  more  than  average  for  these  months.  Output  declined 
33  percent  between  August  and  September  this  year  compared  with  a 39  percent  drop 
for  the  same  months  in  1957.

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MELLORINE  AND  OTHER  FROZEN  DESSERTS 


MADE  WITH  FATS  AND  OILS  OTHER  THAN  MILK-FAT

United  States  production  in  September  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts 
made  with  fats  and  oils  other  than  milk-fat  was  estimated  at  3,780,000  gallons, 
according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  The  September  output  was  25  percent  larger 
than  the  month’s  production  a year  ago  and  55. percent  above  the  1952-56  September 
average.  In  the  first  9 months  of  this  year  production  totaling  32,650,000  gallons 
was  16  percent  greater  than  the  output  for  the  similar  period  in  1957  and  52  per- 
cent greater  than  the  1952-56  average  for  the  nine  months. 

Production  changes  from  September  a year  ago  in  the  Mellorine-producing  states 
were  quite  erratic.  Sharp  gains  were  recorded  for  California,  Arkansas,  Louisiana, 
Alabama  and  Illinois.  Moderate  gains  occurred  in  Texas,  Montana  and  Oregon.  Pro- 
duction was  moderately  lower  in  Oklahoma  and  South  Carolina,  the  only  states  show- 
ing a decline  from  a year  ago. 

From  August  to  Spg timber,  Mellorine  production  declined  1?  percent  this  year, 
compared  with  a 25/drop  a5  this  time  last  year  and  a seasonal  decrease  of  16  percent 
in  the  1952-56  period.  'Output  between  these,  months  increased  moderately  in  Cali- 
fornia and  sharply  in  Alabama.  Elsewhere  production  was.  down  seasonally,  with  sharp 
declines  recorded  in  Missouri,  South  Carolina,  Oklahoma,  Texas,  Montana  and  Oregon. 
About  normal  seasonal  losses  occurred  in  Illinois  and  Louisiana.
